MempPpuis, Tenn., Oct. 15.—“Hope deferred 
maketh the heart sick.” Tbis is the sentiment 
echoed to-day, when the Weather is thought of. 
Each day’s disappointment intensifies the anxiety 
until now despair has taken the place of the 
bright hopes that à few days ago filled every 
heart, and those who have experienced and wit- 
uessed the terrors of the epidemic and survived 
themselves have given up all hope of the ap- 
pearance of a killing frost until the last one has 
fallen a victim to the dfeaded pestilence. Your 
readers will wonder why the denizens of so great 
a commercial metropolig as Memphis will brood 
over the terrible past just at the season 
when the wheels of commerce should de thun- 
dering through every thoroughfare. Why not 
let the dead past bury its dead’’? Such a 
suggestion can only be born of their seamed to 
realize 

WHAT THAT TERRIBLE PAST HAS BEEN 
to us. War, pestilence, and famine are the 
familiar terms most used when we would ideal- 
ize the frightful results, but as applicable to the 
sufferings of this people they fail to ive the 
‘true color to the picture, 

The priocipal business houses be closed, 
and, even if they were open and were stuffed 
with merchandise, their patrons in the sur- 
rounding country refuse to come to the citv 
when they are assured that onlvtwenty-four 
hours is the limit of life within her pestilence- 
smitten precincts. Our streets are daily becom- 
ing more animated, but the majority are 

PENNILESS WHITES AND COLORED PEOPLE 
seeking their allowances of the world’s chari- 
ties; the remainder embracing those dispensing } 
that charity, and physicians’ nurses and under- 
takers attending the sick and dead. There is 
nothing else for this people to think about, and 
every heart is burdened with anxious longings 
for the abaten..at of the fever, so that im the 
return of the city’s prosperity every one may 
find emplovmeat and earn his daily bread, and 
that result cannot be reached until the ther- 
mometers have marked 32 degrees above zero. 

The events of to-day are witbout interest, as 
they are but the recurrence of each day’s events 
so often detailed in these dispatches. 

THE VERY sick 
of to-day are Dr. G. B. Thornton, City Hospital 
physician, Jefferson Davis, Jr., and P. D. Canale, 
President of the Italian Society, the deaths 
of either or all ot whom maybe announced 
before to-day’s reports are closed. The case of 
Dr. Keating of New York, abnounced in yester- 
days dispatches, is yet in doubt as to its 
character, but the rule. has been thatif one 
complain of a belly-ache it will develop a case 
of the prevailing fever intwenty-four hours. It 
is hoped by the numerous friends the Doctor 
has made him that his case 
WILL PROVE AN EXCEPTION. 
C. B. Galloway, manager of the Peabody Ho- 
tel, who nearly died of the fever, has entirely 
convalesced, and, in resuming his management, 
has begun the work of putting that popular 
hostelry in order by a thorough cleansing and 
disinfecting. 1 speak of the Peabody be- 
cause it has a story that will form a thrilling 
page in the history of this epidemic. Twenty 
persons, eight guests and twelve employes, died 
within its walls, and numbers were sick and 
convalesced. To-day there is but one sick per- 
son there. Mr. Galloway’s determination to 
KEEP THAT ESTABLISHMENT OPEN 
for the accommodation of physicians and nurses 
during the prevalence of the fever has been a 
great help, and he has done so--at the peril of 
his own life. He is regarded one of the heroes 
of the epidemic. 

Refugees continue to return, and an increased

New Orieans, Oct. 15.—Telegrams from 
Delta to-night report the fever on the increase 
in Madison Parish, with two deaths, and a fever 
fearfully malignant among the negroes in the 
interior. The fever has appeared on board the 
relief boat, which has returned to Vicksburg 
with the chief officer prostrated. The Peabody 
Association has commenced the distribution of 
clothing. Mrs. Margaret Haughery, an ex- 
tremely benevolent woman, who, out of her 
private purse, supports an asylum containing 150 
iumftes, has been selected as the President of 
a society of fifty ladies, who have the 
distribution under their control. Food supplies 
were to-day sent by the Peabodys to Biloxi and 
Bay St. Louis. Thirty-six cases of yellow fever 
and rine deaths have occurred in Bay St. Louis 
during the twenty-four hours ended at 6 o’clock 
this evening. 

IN THE CITY. 

Capt. J. J. Melon, the managing partner of 
Finlay & Thompson, and an indefatigable work- 
er throughout the epidemic, was prostrated to- 
day. Among the deaths is Miss Victoria Papin- 
aci, celebrated as the vivandiere of the New Or- 
leans Artillery. The fever is spreading in West 
Baton Rouge. To-day the Peabodys issued

A FRAUD CONFESSED, .

Wasutnocron, D. C., Oct. 15.—Gen. Gar- 
field, just before leaving for Pennsylvania, re- 
ferring to the cipher dispatches, said : 

A week has passed, and they have made no an- 
ewer. Their silence must be construed as a con- 
fession until they ke a denial hereafter suf- 
ficiently strong to.,compensate for their delay. 
Assuming that they cannot deny the genuineness 
of the dispatches nor the correctness of the trans- 
lation, it seems to me it puts an end to their 
ability to say & word about the Repub- 
licans. Their dispatches are so much worse 


than anything they allege against us 
that it not only makes them confessed 
contrivers of fraud themseives, but it gives. them 
the appearance of attempting to conceal their ope- 
rations under a cloud of accusations. Against 4 
resort to the frauds they have themselves perpe- 
trated, the exposure won't hurt that party as much 
as such a state of thines, could it have been possi- 
ble. We are always infinitely more hurt by a moral 
dereliction than they. 

A very significant thing about the Florida 
dispatches is the three distinct periods into 
which their operation seem to have been divided.

upon the Board. There was an instant rush of 
excited brokers to Haar & Co.'s office. 
All comers were referred to Belden & Co., 
for whose account it was asserted the 
gold bad been purchased and stocks sold. The 
brokers hastened to Belden’s, and presented 
their claims. Belden & Co. expressed astonish- 
ment, and denied that they were responsible. 
Nearly every small broker and some of the 
larger ones iu both the Stock and Gold Exchanges 
had been bitten, and the stand taken 
by Belden & Co. intensified the excitement. 
Both offices were thronged all day by anery 
men demaniling satisfaction or explanation. 
The wildest rumors were current to the effect 
that Haar & Co. had swindled everybody and 
fled with the proceeds, that detectives were 
after them, and that other failures were immi- 
nent, but nothing definite could be learned as 
to the truth or falsity of the reports. 

WILLIAM BELDEN 

said his firm had employed Haar & Co. in a 
small way. Ge refused to state the amount of 
‘recent transactions, but denied positively hav- 
ing given Haar & Co. orders, as they claim, to 
purchase $1,000,000 in gold. He charged that 
Haar had swindled the firm of large amounts. 
Haar & Co. assigned their assets; then all three 
members of the firm disappeared. Mr. Conner, 
of Belden & Co., swore out a warrant charging

FAILURES IN 1878. 
A COMPARATIVE STATEMENT. 

New Tonk, Oct. 15.—The authentic tigures of 
the actual failures all over the United States 
during the third quarter of the year have been 
awaited with more interest than usual, owing to 
the large numbers who sought to avail them- 
selves of the Nationa] Bankrupt law prior to its 
expiration on Sept.1. Statistics for the first 
nine months of the year are now furnished by 
the mercantile agency of Dun, Barlow & Bro., 
as follows: The number of failures for the 
third quarter of 1878 were 2,858, as compared 
with 1,815 the same quarter last year. Liabilities 
for the last quarter, $66,000,000, as compared with 
$42,000,000 the same period of 1877. For the first 
nine months of 1878 the failures number 8,768 as 
compared with 6,565 the same period in 1877. 
The liabilities for the first nine months of 1878 
were $197,000,000, against $141,000,000 for the 
nine months of 1877. It is admitted that peti- 
tions in bankruptcy fled in the period named 
considerably exceed the figures given above, but 
it must de understood that a large number of 
the applicants for relief were either those whose 
fallures had heen previously reported or those 
who had gone out of business or were not en- 
gaged im mercantile pursuits, and hence not in- 
cluded in the mercantile failures. 

The above figures refer to failures only among 
those who were in active business, and suspend- 
ed payment during the period under review. 
The Agency considers that the number of actual 
failures were not so large as might have been 
anticipated among 700,000 traders reported in 
business, andin view of the temptation offered 
to obtain relief from past misfortunes or an- 
ticipated embarrassment. 

The trade of the country is believed to have 
survived what threatened to be a serious shock 
to confidence and credit, growing out of the 
circumstances of the repeal of the Bankrupt 
law, and, excepting the unfortunate epidemic in 
the South, the general conditions of trade are 
more healthy than at any time since 1873.

Gold Bullion—The Supreme Court—Coelector 
Merritt, of New York—Cotton—Iltems. 
Spectat Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasaineton, D. C., Oct. 15.—Arrangements 
have lately been perfected by the Treasury to 
purchase gold bulliop deposited at the Assay 
Office at Charlotte, N. C., and the Mint at 
Denver, Col., at its coining value, less the usual 
Mint charges for parting and refining, and 
the expense of transportation to the 
Mint at Philadelphia for conversion 
into coin. Payment for the _ bullion 
purchased at these places will be made in legal- 
tender notes or silver dollars, as the depositor 


may prefer. Heretofore the bullion deposited 
at these places has been returned to the depos- 
itor in imported bars, stamped with their weight 
and fineness, which were sold to local bullion 
dealers. This arrangement will ppetect ibe 
miner, and enable him to obtain a better price 
for his gold. The Department is also arrang- 
ing to purchase gold deposits at the assay oillices 
at Heleva, Mont., and Boise City, Idaho. 

The United States Supreme Court bas an un- 
usually large docket of cases. The docket to- 
day contained 878 cases, the work of the 
Court being three years in arrears. Eastern 
lawyers formerly controlled nearly all this busi- 
ness. Western lawyers are now coming td the 
front. Enoch Totten, of Wisconsin, son-in-law 
of Senator Howe, has more cases than any 
other lawyer, appearing in twenty-nine. Grant, 
of lowa, follows in sixteen; Dick Merrick, 
formerly of Chicago, with thirteen; ex-Senator 
Matt Carpenter with ten.

THE NEW ‘YORK KID-GLOVE DECISION. 
The late decision of the Collector of New 


York in kid-glove reappraisements is both 
significant and important. In order tocom- 
prehend its real import it becomes necessary 
briefly to review the history of the kid-glove 
appraisement controversy. 

About six months ago, under the whole- 
some stimulus of the influence of Special 
Treasury Agents, Mr. Horr, Assistant Ap- 
praiser in charge of the kid-glove appraise- 
ment, advanced first quality kid gloves from 
42 francs per dozen (the invoice price), to 54 
francs, and Appraiser Dutcuzs, an excellent 
officer, approved the advance. ‘Then there 
was a contest before General Appraiser 
Kercuum and a merchant appraiser on ap- 
peal. By the testimony, mainly, of Mr. 
Rum, a kid-glove importer of Philadelphia, 
52 francs was determined to be the foreign 
market value, and Col. Kercuum so reported 
to the Collector, differing with the merchant 
appraiser, who disregarded the evidence, re- 
porting in favor of an advance of 9 per cent. 
The then Collector, Anrnon, sustained the 
General Appraiser, stating in his decision 
that, ‘‘ upon a careful review of the volumi- 
nous evidence taken before the Appraisers, 
he could not see how the General Appraiser 
could have arrived at any other conclusion.” 
The evidence was indeed conclusive. Mr. 
Rer had ransacked the foreign glove mar- 
kets, and, when called to the stand, pro- 
duced a mass of facts which left no doubt 
in the minds of fair-minded men who con- 
sidered the subject that the New York ring 
of glove importers had been swindling the 
Government out of one-fourth of its revenue 
on kid gloves for years. But the ring did 
not submit. They refused to enter kid 
gloves, complained that the season’s trade 
had been ruined, and appealed to the press 
to denounce the Treasury Department, This, 
of course, the press did very cheerfully. Sub- 
sequently the ring adopted another course. 
They entered their gloves at the old price— 
42 francs—and appealed from the advance 
which was maintained both by Appraiser 
Dutcuer and General Appraiser Kzercuum. 
The ring determined to break down the Ap- 
praiser and General Appraiser, and they have 
succeeded through the aid of Collector Mrr- 
nitT. We are sorry to say it, but it is a fact 
‘that the kid-glove ring of New York have 
accomplished through the new reform Col- 
lector what they failed to accomplish through 
Collector Antaur! We quote from the New 
York 7'ribune : 

The merchant appraisers acreed to 42 francs as 
the proper market value of the cloves as invoiced. 
The General es pmo fe Jirat reported in favor of 
Aung the valualion at 52 france, but in a supple- 
mentary report he reduced the valuation to 49 
Srancs,—an advance of about 16 per cent over the 
invoice value. 

Tue firmness exhibited by General Ap- 
praiser Ketonum in holding to his original 
advance for more than six months against 
the great pressure that must, in the nature 
of the case, have been brought to bear upon 
him, negatives the theory that he volun- 
tarily abandoned his position. But the fact, 
as stated in the Tribune, if it be à fact, 
that he first reported in favor of 52 franes, 
but subsequently made a supplementary re- 
port of 49 francs, shows conclusively that he 
was in some way compelled to yield his con- 
victions. How? The law provides that in 
case of a difference between the General Ap- 
praiser and the merchant appraisers the 
Collector shall decide in favor of the one or 

other. The Collector has no right to 
compromise the difference. In the case 
under discussion, on General Appraiser 
Kerouvm’s original report in faver of 52

has compromised away the rights of all the 
importers at every other port in the country 
for the benefit of @ ring of kid-glove im- 
porters in New York who have been swind- 
ung the Government for years; (3) that his 
friendly appraisement operates to prohibit 
the importation of first quality kid gloves 
at every port in the country except New 
York; (4) that he has compromised 
away a share of the just legal revenue of the 
Government of the United States; (5) that 
his course in the kid-glove controversy 
tends to provoke unfavorable comment upon 
his action as compared with that of the late- 
ly suspended (Collector, Arntuur, on the 
same question; (6) that his compromise, 
necessarily disastrous in its effects upon the 
importing interests of all parts of the coun- 
try except New York, places in the hands of 
the friends of Antuur a cudgel with which 
to beat his (Mxnnrrr's) official brains out be- 
fore the United States Senate. . 
Gen, Mernitr has fallen a victim to the

THE COUNTY RING’S MOVEMENT. 
The County Rirg is as aggressive as ever. 
The action taken at the last meeting of the 
Board amounts to a defiance of the tax pay- 
ers on the very eve of a new election. Ap- 
propriations were made amounting to $1,427, - 


555, and a tax-levy ordered to that extent, 


This exhausts the authority of the Board, 
which is limited by the Constitution to 75 
cents on $100 of valuation of the property 
of the county, and a special tax to pay inter- 
est on the indebtedness incurred previous to 
the adopfion of the present Constitution. 
The authorized tax-levy on this year’s valua- 
tion amounts to $1,235,680, and the interest 
on the old indebtedness to $191,905. The 
Board has reached out for the last dollar it 
can lawfully extort, and at the same time it 
has failed to make any appropriation for 
work on the Court-House, except an in- 
definite sum that may come in from back 
taxes that have not yet been expended. The 
next step was to order the contractors to 
stop work on the Court-House in a series of 
resolutions notifying them that the Board 
(i. e., the Ring) will negotiate with them 
as to the damages that should be allowed 
on account of the stoppage. This means 
that the stealings will go on as usual even if 
the work be stopped; with the difference that 
they shall be known hencéforth as dam- 
ages instead of extras. Having refused 
to appropriate money for the Court-House, 
and ordered a suspension of the work, the 
final step was to adopt a resolution submit- 
ting a vote of new bonds to the people. 
Some days ago jt was announced that the 
amount of bonds asked for would be $500,- 
000, but Reformer Firzgzratp wanted a 
full million voted, and there was finally a 
compromise on the sum of $750,000, which 
the people of Cook County will be asked to 
commit to the hands of the Ring in addition 
to the enormous tax-levy of $1,427,555. 
This would give the County Ring considera- 
bly more than two millions of dollars to 
squander and steal during the next year and 
divide as extras, 

It is not surprising, perhaps, that, con- 
temporaneous with the publication of these 
bulldozing proceedings in the County Board, 
the Chicago Times should come out with a 
leading article urging the people of Cook 
County to add tothe county debt by voting the 
issue of $750,000 new bonds asked for by 
the Board. The reason this circumstance is 
not surprising is because the Chicago 7'imes, 
during the last two or three years, has, at 
one time and another, approved all the Ring 
measures that have been passed or projected. 
It was particularly energetic in the recent 
Ring movement to get control of the Com- 
mon Council, break the contracts already 
made by the city, tear down what had al- 
ready been built on the city side of the 
square, involve the municipal corporation 
in enormous damages, incur extra expenses 
that would, in the end, amount to a million 
of dollars,—and all for the purpose of allow- 
ing the County Ring contractors to construct 
the city building. It is very natural that a 
newspaper willing to lend itself to such a 
scheme as this, would (for the same reasons, 
whatever they are) advocate a scheme of the 
County Ring for possessing itself of 6750, 
000 of the peoples money. The Times, even 
while urging the people to vote this mort- 
gage on their property, is constrained to ad- 
mit that there isa Ring, but says the people 
can elect new members. So they do elect 
new members this fall, but only five of 
them, and it is doubtful whether the power 
of the Ring can be broken even if the Ring 
ticket be defeated. ~ 

The fact is that the people need not be at 
all alarmed at the threat of suspending work 
on the Court-House. The same threat was 
made a year ago when the Board asked the 
taxpayers to vote $500,000; the people re- 
fused, and the work went on. Finding that 
they could not obtain a special fund for the 
Court-House construction, the Ring managed 
to save $135,000 out of the general tax-levy 
in order to go on with the work and feed 
their contractors. They will do the same 
thing again this next year if the 
people refuse to vote the bonds. Bat 
if the people vote of 
a million in bonds, there will be a special 
fund for damages and “ extras” that will 


enable the Ring to steal at least a quarter of 


a million more than they will otherwise se- 
cure. In fact, the asking for $750,000, 
though $500,000 was the sum originally 
agreed upon, indicates that $250,000 is to be 
set aside as a fund to help carry the steal 
through. Tun Tamm has had no higher 
compliment than the denunciation hurled 
against it in the Ring resolutions, and it will 
endeavor to earn a renewal of such compli-

AMENDING. ‘STATE CONSTITUTION. 
The Constitu of Illinois, adopted in 


1870, contains the following, Sec. 31, Art. 4. 

The General . may laws permitting 
re 
across the | others. 


This was intended to remedy a great evil, 
which limited the right to ditch to each 
man’s land, and allowed no outlet, except by 
the consent of the owners of adjoining 
lands. The Supreme Court, however, de- 
cided that this gave no authority to con- 
struct such drains without compensation, 
and no authority was given to compel per- 
sons to pay for such improvement. In the 
meantime, those sections of the State suffer- 
ing from undrained lands have been waiting 
for means of deliverance, There are 1,800,000 
of acres of the finest and best lands in Illi- 
nois kept unfit for cultivation because of the 
want of drainage. ‘These are not overflowed 
lands, but are lands which have no outlet for 
the surplus water. What is sought by these 
persons is the privilege of constructing gen- 
era! drains leading to the nearest outlet. Each 
man can provide tile or other drainage for 
his own land, but unless his neighbor 
join him his drainage is rendered useless 
for the want of an outlet. What is asked is 
that, by some general proceeding in the 
County or Circuit Court, a general ditch or 
drain leading to the nearest water course 
may be selected, into which each man can 
drain his own land, and which will carry off 
all the surplus water of the district. The 


Court and juries are to determine the route, 


and apportion the cost among those who 
share in the benefits. It is simply a propo- 
sition to enable the owners of these lands to 
reclaim them at their own expense,—to give 
them the right of way to carry off the sur- 
plus water. At the last session of the Legis- 
lature an amendment was made to the State 
Constitution, to be submitted to a vote of 
the people at the coming election. The 
amendment reads: 

Resolved, By the House of Representatives of 
the State of Illinois, the Senate concurring herein, 
That there shall be submitted to the voters of the 
State. at the next election for members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, a proposition to so amend the 
thirty-firat section of fourth article of the Con- 
stitution of this State “that the same may read 
as follows: The General Assembly may pass 
laws permitting the owners of lands to construct 
dra ins, ditches, and levees, for agricultural, sani- 
tary, or mining purposes, across the lands of 
others, and provide for the organization of drain* 
age districts, and vest the corporate authorities 
thereof with power to construct and maintain 
levees, draing, and ditches, and to keep in repair 
all drains, ditehes, and levees heretOfore con- 
structed under the laws of this State by special 
assessments upon the property benetited thereby. 

As this amendment creates no debt and 
provides for no taz, — State, county, or 
municipal, — and as the owners of the land 
have no other means by which they can now 
reclaim their lands, it is to be hoped that the 
ballots of all parties at the next election, 
when printed, will contain the words: 


For proposed amendment to Sec. 31 of Art. 4 
of the Constitution. 


It must be remembered that all votes silent 
on the subject must be counted against the 
amendment, and, as there is not the slightest 
reasonable objection to the amendment, an 
omission to print these words on the ballots 
may defeat the measure. Those charged 
with printing election-ballots will therefore 
accomplish a desirable end by printing the 
words on the ballots. Any person opposed 
to the amendment can, by scratching out th 


words, have his vote counted in the negative. 


FATE OF THE “OHIO IDEE.” 

The Ohio Democrats are disposed to take 
an optimistic view of the result of the re- 
cent election in that State; at least that is 
the impression they are seeking to convey. 
A reporter for the Cincinnati Fuguirer 
visited the Democratic headquarters at Co- 
lumbus, a couple of days ago, and inter- 
viewed Txompson, the campaign manager, 
Tuurman, the ex-candidate for the Presiden- 
tial nomination, Coxvxnsx, the Congressman- 
elect, and some others. From the utterances 
accredited to these gentlemen one would in- 
fer that a Democratic victory had been 
gained, though Mr. Tavaman wes frank 
enough to admit that he had ‘‘ hoped for a 
better result. The fact is, that the Demo- 
crats elected their Governor, in 1877, by 
22,000 majority over the Republican candi- 
date, and carried by large odds a Legislature 
which had previously been Republican, while 
this year the Republicans have carried the 
State by more than 4,000 majority. Does that 
look like a Democratic victory? Another fact 
is that the Democratic Legislature re-district- 
ed the State in such a manner as to allow 
the Republicans only six Congressmen ; but 
in spite of this dishonest scheme the Repub- 
licans have elected nine Congressmen, and 
came very near to electing two more. It 
takes very adroit figuring to make a Demo- 
cratic victory out of this state of things. 
Indeed, Mr. Tuurnman could only achieve 
such a result by saying that if the vote of 
the Nationals be added to the Democratic 
vote the Republican party would be in the 
minority by séveral thousands; to which it 


may be replied that if the vote of the Na- 


tionals be added to the Republican vote the 
Democrats would be in a minority of several 
thousands more. We fear Mr. Tuvurgman 
found but little consolation for his fatal 
error in this puerile fashion of estimating 
the result. 

Of course it was not to be expected that 
THURMAN would back down from the Ohio 
idee as suddenly as he went over to it, and 
hence he took occasion in this interview to 
urge that the Democratic advocacy of the 
Tom Ewtxd doctrine had saved the party 
from a still worse defeat. As the currency 
issue was the sole issue of the campaign, 
and as the Democrats lost their large major- 
ity of the year before and again relapsed into 
a minority, the force of such reasoning is by 
no means apparent. But it is evident that 
Mr. Tournman desires to push the National 
Bank question to the front as the very 
essence of the currency issue, for he dwelt 
on this phase of the matter, and did not so 
much as mention the proposed repeal of the 
Resumption act. Mr. Taviman is deceiving 
the people, and perhaps himself, in this 
matter. The essence of the currency 
issue is the resumption of specie-pay- 
ments, and the proposed retirement of 
National-Bank notes is only an incident 
which may be determined subsequently 
on its own merits. The Ohio idee” 
incubated by Tom Ewa and premature- 
ly adopted by Trurman seeks primarily 
to dismiss all thought of resumption, and re- 
vert to an irredeemable and depreciated 
paper currency. The proposition to retire 
the National Bank notes is tacked on as a 
measure which will open the way for an in- 
definite increase of the irredeemable Gov-

into effect Jan. 1 next, and it is a 
settled fact that it cannot be repealed by the 
present Congress. To adopt the Ohio 


idee after that, it will be necessary for the 


next Congress, in time of peace and reviving 
prosperity, to pass a law suspending specie 
payments and forcing an irredeemable cur- 
rency on the people. Such legislation under 
such circumstances is utterly inconceivable 
among an enlightened and commercial peo- 
ple, and Mr. Tuurnman may find that even 
men elected to Congress as Nationals will re- 
fuse to commit themselves to so preposter- 
ous a proposition. Indeed, we have no idea 
that Mr. Taorman himself will vote to sus- 
pend specie payments and debase the Gov- 
ernment currency when the question shall 
present itself in that light. 


We think that County Commissioner Bun- 
tra has hit upon an excellent idea in sug- 
gesting that one story be omitted from the 
new Court-House as originally designed. 
The building is already sufficiently massive 
and imposing, as seen from the county side, 
and it is not unlikely that its architectural 
beauty will be marred by carrying it up a 
story higher. It is certain that an additional 
story will be of very little use to either the 
city or the county, while a large amount of 
money cau be saved on both sides by dis- 
pensing with the fifth story. We have no 
doubt that the city authorities will readily 
Agree to the proposed change, for they have 
evinced an economical and intelligent spirit 
in this whole matter. It is possible, too, 
that even the Ring members @n the county 
side may be induced to consent to the change 
on account of the shortness of funds, which 
they can make more available for their pur- 
poses with one story less than they can by 
adhering to the original plan. 


The Louisville Courier-Journal betrays its 
alarm at the effect of the Florida cipher dis- 
patches when it says: For years the Re- 
publicans have never dug a pit the Demo- 
crats did not stumble into.

A Dodge to Get Money for the Court- 
House Contractors. 


At the meeting of the County Board Monday, 
Commissioners Fitzgerald and Wheeler took 
occasion to display their ignorance of the coun- 
Mr. Fitzgerald, in a 
series of resolutions, maintained that the Board 
had saved the county $135,000 during the year 
in county expenses over what had been expend- 
ed the prior year, forgetting, however, to note 
that se vera members of the previous Board had 
been indicted for thievery. Me. Wheeler was 
even more vehement, and maintained 
that the Board was honest, and 
had done a great many good things. 
Mr. Fitzgerald’s claim that $135,000 had been 
saved in the county’s expenses would be just if 
the figures were not the other way. The recent 
report of the Finance Committee shows that 
the expenses for the past year were $584,484, 
against $719,906.08 for the year previous, and, 
if nothing else were said, he would be in the 
right. But the report goes further, and shows 
that, of the appropriation of $350,000 in the levy 
to meet the temporary loans, only $100,000 was 
s appropriated, and that the other $250,000 was 
absorbed in another digection, and, further than 
this, that tbe Court-House appropriation was 
overdrawn $178,322, and that that amount is 
now oustanding against a uot fund, or 
a fund that does not exist. 85 
will be seen that, while the county institutions 
were cut downin the matter of expenses, as 
claimed editorially in Ins Tano, to the 
amount of $135,000 over the former year, when 
several Commissioners were indicted for their 
misdeeds, the showing is that the tax levied to 
meet the temporary loans were perverted, and 
the Court-House appropriation (where the real 
stealing comes in) was overdrawn, leaving the 
Board behind nearly $400,000 in the year, and 
entirely bereft ot any title to credit on the whole. 
it is true that some of the Committees, nota- 
bly the Committee on Public Charities, did some 
good work, but the county is in 

A WORSE FINANCIAL CONDITION 

to-day than it was a vear ago. It has ioans on 
its hands amounting to $250,000 which should 
have been paid, and would have been hed not 
extravagance predominated and the funds been 
perverted. . Beside this, it has an illegitimate 
debt of $178,000 for Court-House work which it 
did not have a year ago, and which there is no 
provision to meet except as provided in the ap- 
propriation of back taxes, which, however, are 
to be first appropriated to taking up the tem- 
porary loans. 

But all this, as outrageous as it is, is not the 
worst feature of the showing. The following 
table of comparisons of the appropriations for 
“county purposes cannot fail to be interest- 
ing, and throw considerable light on the sin- 
cerity of the honest Commissioners ”’ :

These figures tell their own tale, and, taken 
in connection withthe report of the Finance 
Committee before referred to, are very sig- 
nificant. The appropriations for interest aud 
Court-House purposes are omitted the 


‘estimates for each year, yet the differetice be- 


tween the appropriations for 1878-’79 and other 
years, when no pretensions of honesty were 
made, is sufficient to admit of the Court-House 
being taken care of open and above board. The 
appropriations for the past year, it will be 
seen, were for county purposes $700,000, against 
81.133.550 this year, and $667,000 for 1876. A 
few days ago the Finance Committee estimated 
$343,863 as the total resources, including back 
taxes with the general levv, against habilities 
Sept. 2 of $474,000—an overdraft of $131,000 
in the General Fund for nine months, and 
further on of $175,000 in the Court-House Fund 
for the same time. 
ALL OF THE ESTIMATES FOR 1879 


are too high,—at least 10 per cent on the ay- 


erage,—and go to. substantiate. the assertion 
that the policy has been to cheat the paupers 
and lesser contractors in the name of economy 
to enrich the Court-House contractors. ln the 
appropriations of 1876-’77 $667,480 was set aside 
for county purposes, but this estimate was made 
with the view of giving $425,000 out of the gen- 
eral levy to the Court-House. It was given, 
but the appropriation was lived within, or at 
least not greatly exceeded. In 1877, last year, 
the appropriation or county purposes was 
$700,000, with $225,000 for the Court-House. In 
1876 the General Fund was overdrawn, —this 
being the season of wholesale robbery and 
indictments,—but the Court-House Fund 
was served intact, and in 1877, with re- 
form” as the watchword, this fund was over- 
drawn $178,000, while the records of the Board 
show that there are claims pending to make the 
amount $200,000, the validity of which depends 
on the people voting the issuing of bonds. 

In the appropriations for 187879 the increase 
is general, and has some marked features, all in 
the interest of the Court-House Ring,“ as can 
be readily shown. For the County Clerk’s office 
$115,000 has been appropriated against $37,000 
in 1576, aud $30,000 in 1877. The County Clerk 
for this year, or for 3 months of it, bas ex- 
pended about $34, for salaries, of which 
the Board ought to be aware, and, 
adding to this the printing, stationery, etc., he 
savs that his expenses cannot possibly exceed 
$80,000, and was yesterday wondering why 
$115,000 
Agent’s office the abpropriation made ie 8150, 
000, while the expenses for the last nine months 
were slightly in excess of $90,000, and would 
not have been so great had it not been that the 
Agent made a thorough cauvass of the city the 
past summer. He has said that he would 
not want more than $100,000, but in 
connection he dropped the suggestion that he 
had been prevailed upon to ask for even a larger 
amount than has been noted, the object being 
tu have a surplus occur to be transferred to the 
Court-House Fund for the benefit of. “* honest 
Commissioners.’’ Passing most of the minor 
items, and leaving the reader to dissect the in- 
creases and divine the causes, the item of $42,- 
000 for Criminal-Court Building is worth refer- 
ence, as well as the item of Kar, lor mis- 
cellaneous exbenses.“ The appropriation. for 
the first-named purpose, it will be seen, was

FINANCIAL. 

The gold premium made some progress on its 
return to the point at which it stood before the 
recent flurry. It opened at 100%, % dess than 
the close on Monday, fell to 100% went up 
%, and finally clored at 100%. This result is 
largely due to Secretary Sherman's interference in 
ordering the prepayment of called bonds, but also 
to the want of any natural cause for the upward 
turn. The failure that occurred in Wall street of 
@ firm that bought heavily at the highest point 
was not of any genera! importance. 

The foreign-exchange market remains dull and 
depressed. There was an advance of s in sight 
sterling on account of the increase of the Bank of 
Engiand rate. Another result of the rise in the 
Bank of England rate has been to check shipments 
of stuff from this country, Shippers here yester- 


day found it in some cases impossible to get orders 


at market rates. The present Bank rate is higb, 
and, where the margin 1s so close as in grain and 
provision deais, eats deeply into the profits. For 
this reason, and on account of the financiai uncer- 
tainty. some parties on the other side decline to 
give orders. There will. as a consequence, be 
smaller shipments, a smaller supply of grain and 
provision bills. and. as far as it goes., lower prices 
here for stuff, and less business for the railroads. 
These effects in Chicago of the disturbance in En- 
giand give a good illustration of the close relations 
that exist nowadays betwecn all parts of the com. 
mercia! world. 

Besides the partial suspension of orders for 
breadstuffs and provisions, the London advices 
noted a further decline of consois 1-16, to 94 1-16, 
with @ recovery afterwards to 044%. The raising 
of the Bank of Engiand rate for advances to 7 per 
cent at the same time that the minimum rate was 
fixed at 6, showed that the Bank was being called 
upon freeiy for accommodations. The cable an- 
nouncement that the other banks were partially 
refusing the accommodation usually offered to bor- 
rowers reveals the anxiety of the joint-stock banks 
and their efforts to accumulate resources to meet 
a drain on their deposits. By refusing to discoun’ 
they are enabled to add to their reserves the 
large sums daily paid to them on maturing 
billen. and in thie way to meet their de- 
positors’ demands. When the joint-stock 
banks adopt this policy, as thev usually do at the 
approach of danger, the London business public 
turn to the Bank of England. That institution, 
notwithstanding the diligent disclaimers of its 
managers, the English persist in regarding as a 
quasi public institution with public duties. More 
then once the Government has been compeiled in 
time of pantc to suspend the restrictions on its 
issue of notes in order to allow it to make ad- 
vances to merchants who were solvent in goods, 
br:t could not get currency to meet maturing obli- 
gations. 

The autumn flow of specie to this country, just 
begining, makes still more dificult the mainte- 
nance of the English bank reserves. The London 
dispatches state that day before yesterday half a 
muiilion dollars gold were bought to be sent to 
New York. The bullion thai went into the Bank 
of England yesterday on baiance was but little 
more than $1. 000, 000. 

Bank of England shares are quoted 6 per cent 
lower in the past fortnight, as à consequence of 
the financial troubles in London. 

The savings banks of England, as well as the 
joint-stock banks, reem to be in a bad war. A 
correspondent of the London Times shows that in 
the year. ended Nov. 20, 1877. the deposits 
amounted to $41,728,975, and the withdrawals to 
$875, 000 more than taat sum, and that a number 
of flourishing and well-managed savings banks, 
like the London Provident Institution, receive a 
good deal more than they pay away. It follows 
that, in order to make the above-mentioned aggre- 
gate, there must be a very large number of savings’ 
banks whose business is, to say the least, in a very 
unsatisfactory condition. 

In the Berlin, Franklin, and other German 
Bourses. the general condition of business 1s very 
dull. The improvement that was to follow the 
Berlia Congress has been conspicuous only by its 
absence, and there is no sign of any change. The 
Stock Exchanges feel this state of affairs very 
sensibly, and transactions are both small and few. 
The number of independent speculators has also 
considerably diminished. and the brokers are now 
mostly men who transact business for others, and 
inaulge in speculation on their own account owing 
to necessity. Their transactions ron only from 
one day to the other, and thus the market is with- 
out any strong support. There are no big loans, 
and no great enterprises on foot, while the genera! 
impecuniosity has restricted any great indulgence 
in stock- gambling. 

The Chicago banks report loans easy, deposits 
steady. the orders for currency and for remittance 
to New York only moderate. Rates of discount 
remain unchanged at 6@10 per cent to regular cus- 
tomers, with lower rates to first-ciase outside call 
er short time borrowers. 

New York exchange sold between banks at 25@ 
50c per $1, 000 premium.

There was a sale of Chicago gas stock at 131. 
The depression in gas stocks is as great in London 
as in Ch«ago. In the former place, last week, 
Commercial Gas shares were quoted 22½ lower; 
London, 15%; Gaslight and Coke, 12; Imperial 
Continental, 18%; and Metropolitan, 8 lower. 
But at the semi-annual meeting of the Harrow 
District Gas Company the President said he did not 
anticipate any danger, especially as far as that 
Company was concerned, from the electric light. 
In Paris, it was to be borne in mind, the price of 
gas was very high, but, from information he had 
been able to collect, the cost of the electric light 
was even hig 

The Gov ent bond market remains weak, 
and yesterday prices wereashade lower The 
sales on the London market bave not been large, 
and the troubles there cannot be saidto have af- 
fected the price, as United States bonds have come 
into more request as free from possible complica- 
tions that might affect British or European securi- 
ties. But a returning healthy activity in the mon- 
ey market has led to large realizations by holders, 
who can make better use of their money. New 
subscriptions have been checked, ana the older 
issues have been thrown back on the market. The 
opening rates in New York were: Sixes of 1881, 
107%; 6s of 1863, January and July. 105%; 6s of 
1868, 107%; 10-40s, 105%; new Ss, 105%; 4%, 
102%; 48, 99%. 

The stock market hardly recovered from the 
violent fluctuations of the day before.

There is more reduction in the rates for com- 
mercial telégraphing from this city; they were 
quoted yesterday at 5@10c to Milwaukee, 25c to 
Detroit, 30c to Cincinnati and St. Louis, and 50c 
to New York. It comes from the brightening 
prospects for the building of a new line Eastward, 
stock for which is being taken by many members 
of the Chicago Board of Trade. 

Cheap telegraphy is a blessing, and it is much to 
be desired that something like a uniform rate be 
charged on long and short distances, —as is now the 
case with the mails and the horse4ars. But it is 
especially desirabie that greater privacy be secured 
to the correspondent, if possible. At present.an 
important message to an individual is sure to get 
out without his agency, often correctiy, but gen- 
erally so much changed as to show that it has beer 
taken surreptitiously by parties who overhear the 
delivery. This piracy is now socommon that many 
traders do not dare to send important news by 
wire, even in cipher. 

The leading produce markets were irregular and 
unsettled yesterday, but several of them sold 
higher, though they could scarcely be called firmer. 
Wheat reacted upwards, to the surprise of the 
bears, and corn and oate sympathized with it, while 
ryeand barley weakened further, and provisions 
were relatively steady, though lower. under a 
weak market for hogs. The shipping movement 
was very slow, exporters being disposed to wait to 
see the outcome of the financial troubles in the 
Oid World. It was, however, widely thought that 
the feeling there har been much exaggefated: and 
the cables of yesterday did not contradict this 
view. Affaire there are undoubtedly bad, —dve to 
the steady decline in manufactures,—but there is 
not apparently any good resson to fear a panic. 

The lumber market was unchanged. Tut Fain 
interfered with business at both the yards and 
docks. The coal market was quiet and steady. 
Broom-corn was plenty and easy, the demand be- 
mg chiefly of the hand-to-mouth order, and for the 
most part from the smaller clase of broom- makers. 
Hides were steady and in good request. The de- 
mand for seeds was rather light, and flax and 
clover were easter, while timothy was unchanged. 
Hay was in request for shipment North, and steady. 
Green fruits were racher quiet and unchanged, 
though apples were easy in consequence of large 
receipts. Poultry was abundaptand slow. 

Lake freights were very dull at a farther decline 
of e per bu, the rate on corn by sai! to Baifalo 
being 3c. Room was taken (mostly Monday after- 
noon) for 56,000 bu wheat, 103,000 bu corn, ana 
25.000 bu oats. 

Rail freighta were quiet and unchanged, on the 
basis of 30c per 100 lbs on grain to New York, and 
35c on fourth-class to de, which includes meats. 

Through rates by lake and rail were quoted at 
13c and 14½œ for corn and wheat to New York. and 
15% for corn to Boston. Sail and canal to New 
York were 12\c on wheat and 11e on corn.

EDISON’S ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


What Wal Revolutionize the Present 
Method of Illuminatlon-—Cheaper and Bet- 
ter than Gas- How the Wizard ef Menlo 
Park Guards His Secret. 

New York Herald. Oct. 12. 

The alarm among the English gas companies 
andthe pace in their stocks on account of 
Edison's last invention in electric lights are not 
without good cause. America’s great inventor 
has. iu truth, solved the problem which for 
years has puzzled the ablest electricians of the 
age. He has successfully divided the electric 
light, and made it, for illuminating purposes, 
as lar superior to gas as gas is to the tallow 
candle of the past. His marvelous invention 
gives a mila, soft, yet brilliant light, pleasing to 
the eye, clear, steady, and without blem- 
ish, and at a cost less than one- 
third of that required for gas: Those 
who have .seen the invention pronounce 
it wonderful. Already a company has been 
formed, composed of a number of wealthy cap- 
italists, and Mr. Edison’s lawyers are engaged 
in completing the final arrangements for the 
legal transfer. Before long, therefore, the work 
of introduction will begin. The patents for the 
United States have only just been granted, 
while those for the various countries of Europe 
have not yet been obtained. ‘To-day the Pro- 
fessor’s solicitors send by steamer the necessary 
documents to their London agents for the pro- 
curement of the British letters patent. The 
French and other vatents wii! be applied for 
simultaneously with the British ones, When 
word is cabled Mr. Edison that the patents have 
been granted he will throw his own invention 
open to the public gaze, but until then he de- 
clines to make known its details, his recent con- 
troversy with Prof. Hughes over the alleged 
stealing of the telephone having made him 
cautious. 

When the other great inventions of Mr. Edi- 
son were in progress the laboratory was free to 
all visitors. The telephone was secn by hundreds 
long before letters patent were granted. The 
same was the case with the phonograph, the 
tasimeter, the megaphone, the quadruplex tele- 
graph, and many other of: his inventions. 
When urged, as he often was by his associates 
of the la oratory, to be more circumspect in ex- 
hibiting them prematurely to strangers, he io- 
variably laughed off their fears and renewed his 
orders to show the inventions to all who desired 
to see them. The case with the electric light is 
far different. Its place in the laboratory is one 
sacred to a favored few. If the hosts of visitors 
who d swartm the laboratory of the great in- 
ventor see it, they see it only in de- 
tached form. The essence of the dis- 
covery is misstug. Mr. Edison himself speaks 
but little on tbe subject, but be is al- 
most constantly at work on it. Early morn- 
lug sees him in the laboratory and it is alter 
midnight when he leaves. On Thursday last he 
worked continuously from sunrise until sunrise 
the following day, and ceased then only after 
the earnest importuuities of his assistants. All 
his energies seem wrapped uo in the new in- 
vention.

His RAILROAD INCOME. 

The examination which is expected to develop 
evidences of crookeduess on the part of Sam Ti!- 
den. the cipherer, in connection with his income 
returns, was begun yesterday morning before Com- 
missioner Hoyne, sitting in the United States Circuit 
Court room. The Government was represented 
by Roget M. Snerman, District Attorney at New 
York, and the wily proprietor of the cipher and 
the great Democratic party dy his special counsel 
retained in the case. Thomas Harlan, of New 
York, —well along in years, but not up to the 
wild, Western way of doing things,’’—fresh from 
his experience as a repievin artist at Marquette 
and asa defendant at Detroit. For some reason 
or other Mr. T. B. Blackstone and Judge Beck- 
with were not present, but Mr. Harlan had already 
received notice that the word others included 
Mr. J. B. Reéfield, Secretary of the Chicago & 
Norinwestern Railroad, and Mr. Barton C. Cook, 
solicitor for the same. So, without further ado, 

MR. REDFIELD 

took the stand. He was examined by Mr. Sherman, 
whose first question was whether the following 
sums had been paid to Samuel J. Tilden for serv- 
ices rendered: In 1862, $10.300; 1863, $15, 000; 
1865. 88. 100: 1866, $7,092; 1867, $6,800; 1868, 
$5,000; and 1869, $20,000. Mr. Kedüdeld replied 
that the papers bearing on this nad been destroyed 
in tbe fire. 

Mr. Sherman wanted to know if be was perfectly 
sure about that, and the witness further replied 
that all the books and papers of the Company were 
burned at the time of the great fire. He had made 
aminate search forthe documents requested in 
the examination. but had been unable to find any 
referring in any way to such payments. 

Mr. Sherman asked the wituess if he had brought 
with him the books and papers of the Company 
relating to the transfer and absorption of the 
stock of 

THE PENINSULA RAILROAD COMPANY 
by the Northwestern, and, if so, whether he had 
ascertained the amount paid the defendant for his 
services in that connection. The reply was that 
Mr. B. C. Cook, solicitor of the Northwestern, 
would anewer that question. 

Mr. Cook thereupon stated that the Board of 
Directors of the Chicago & Northwestern had in- 
structed him to state that the books of the Com- 
pany bearing upon this matter were atall times 
open to inspection at the Company's general office, 
but they would not be brought into court, since 
they were being constantly used in the Company's 
daily business, and could not be spared. 

Mr. Sherman seemed satisfied at this invitation 
to go and see for himself, and asked Mr. Redticid 
any bill had been rendered by the defendant for 
services in reorganizing the Peninsula Kailroad 
and in transferring its stock to the Northwestern. 

Mr. Harian objected to this, as he did to 4 great 
many other things. The witness answered that he 
had no recoliection of such a bill being presented. 
He went on to say that trust-deeds had been issued 
by the Northwestern to the stockhuiders of the 
Peninsula Raiiroad in cognection with its transfer, 
and the defendant acted as Trustee in the matter. 

Mr. Sherman then inguired whether any bonds 
had been issued in connection with tbe trust- 
eeds, and the witness answered in the aflirma- 
tive. 

Mr. Sherman then asked whether Mr. Tilden had 
also acted as Trustee tor the bondholders or not, 
and the witness replied that he had. He could not 
remember whether Mr. Tiiden had received any re- 
muneration for hie services as ‘Trustee or not. In 
reply to some questions relating to the extension 
of the Northwestern to Ft. Howard, asked with the 
evident parpose of ascertaining what part liiden 
bad taken in the extension and what remunera- 
tion, if any, he pad received for such services, the 
witness said he would have to look at the books 
which were locked up in his office to get any def- 
inite information on thie point. in response to 
another question, witness said that Tilden had not 
acted as Trustee for the land-grant bonds of the 
road isened to pay the expenses of the extension. 
As tothe details of the cunsolidation of whe Penin- 
sular with the Northwestern, and baden connec- 
tion therewith, the witness displayed thle densest 
iwnorance. Kadally meagre was the amount of in- 
formation he was able to furnish concerning 
the consolidation of the Chicago & Galena Union 
Railroad with the Northwestern, the consolidation 
of the Cedar Kapids & Missouri Kiver Kailroad 
evith the Northwestern, and other swallowings. 
After a number of ineffectual attempts on the part 
of Mr. Sherman to ascertain certain other facts in 
connection with the history of these consolida- 
tious, the witness’ standing reply being that he 
coulda't state anything gone without the 
books, Mr. Sherman asked that the examination 
be beld at some place convenient to the witness, 
and where he could get the necessary books. Mr. 
Cook said bis office was at the disposal of tne 
District Attorney, and that the books could there 
be seen. Whatevgr lovee papers were needed 
could be brought over to the Commissioner's office.

THE FRIEDBERGS. 
TRYING TO GET OUT ON HABEAS CORPTS. 

The hearing of the habeas-corpus case of Lesser 
Friedberg, arrested for complicity in the murder 
of Officer Race. came up before Judge McAllister 
vesterday morning, having been continued from 
last Thursday. The court-room was crowded with 
spectators, but it was a very quiet and orderly 
crowd. 

The first witness was Joe Dixon, who gave an 
atcount of the killing of Officer Race, and all the 
circumstances attending the same as far as known, 
all of which has already been told in the papers. 

Capt. Simon O'Donnell testified that he visited 
Friedberz's place just after the murder ot Officer 
Race, and found a lot of silke on the floor near 
some trunks. Arrested Friedberg, and asked him 
where he was at the time of the shooting. At first 
he said he didn't know anything about it. but after- 
ward admitted he was there. Alo had a talk with 
Mre. Friedberg, who said she did not see the shoot- 
ing. 

The examination of these witnesses was allowed 
to be very wide, as the Judge saia he wanted to 
hear all the facts of the case, so as to decide what 
crime Friedberg had been guilty of. 

AUGUSTUS F. HUTCHINS, 
the manager of KR. S. Jaffray & Co., dry-goods 
dealers, on Fifth avenue, testified that his store 
had been robbed of a large amount of siiks and 
velvets; that he had identified the goods taken at 
the time of the murder as the same stolen from his 
store. He saw them at tne station: there were 
about $1, 500 of silks and $1, 200 of other goods. 
JOSEPH MURNANE 

was the next witness. He said a boy told hima 
a few minutes after the occurrence that an officer

He 
stopped it and found the wagon contained a lot of 
silks and handkerchiefs and cloth. He touk them 
back to 474 State street, where the murder was 
committed, and left them in charge of a map. 
Saw Officer Race in a dving condition, and ran for 
Dr. Blanchard, but before he got back the officer 
was dead. The horse and wagon were taken to the 
station. He went back to the pawnbroker’s and 
saw some piles of cloth on the floor. The shop 
was not open at the time, apparently, but. on 
turning the knob of the door, he found the door 
was not locked. There was a light burning dimly 
inside. He found bundles of silk tied up with silk 
handkerchiefs kpotted together. The handker- 
chiefs were of the same quality as those found in 
the wagon. The wagon was painted entirely green, 
with two springs. and looked like an express- 
wagon. but it had no name or number. He saw 
Mrs. Friedberg when he went back. 

It was admitted by the defense that the silks, 
etc., in question were not entered on Friedberg's 
books, and that he had a license to keep a pawn- 
broker's establishment.

Vicker. He also testified that the night of the rob- 
bery he was in Milwaukee, and received a teleyram 
about 11 o'clock at night that the store had been 
robbed. Thewatchman, he thought, found it out 
firat. 

MR. TRUDE 

then asked to have Frieaverg admitted to bail. He 
said there was noevidence in the least to convict 
him with the murder as accessory. The facts 
which the defense would prove were briefly that, 
on the night of the 4th inst., about ten minutes 
before the murder, a young man came in Fried- 
berg's store and asked if the latter would buy any 
goods, saving he had some for sale. Friedberg 
said he would buy nothing unless he saw it first. 
lie was at the time in a room in the rear of the 
store reading a German paper, aud his wife, sister, 
and sister's husband, Patcick Harvey. and a strange 
lady were there too. Some ten minutes after a 
wagon drove up, and the same man who had been 
in before said he was going to bring in some goods 
to be examined; and that he had better unload 
them first and discharge the driver. Friedberg got 
up and looked at them, and told the man to take 
them away. Harvey then started out toward the 
front of the store, and as he got to the front door 
the shot was fired. There was no connection be- 
tween Friedberg and the burgiars. The property 
had all been restdred, So it was only a question 
of receiving stolen property, knowing it to have 
been stolen. L 

Judge McAlléster said that he would not attempt 
to decide on the question of Friedberg’s guilt until 
he heard ali the evidence, nor would he admit him 
to bail. 

The prosecution had no more witnesses except 
Dr. Smith, who was not present, and Trude then 
opened his side. 

On the part of the defense. 

BERTUA HARVRFY, 
of 427 State street, was examined. She testified 
that on the evening of tne 4th of October she went 
to Mr. Friedberg’s to visit. While they were there 
a man came in and said he had some silk handker- 
chiefs to sell. Friedberg said he would have to 
The man went away, and came 
back in about ten minutes. Friedberg went out. 
and witness heard him say. For God's sake take 
them goods out. I don't want them here. Wit- 
ness and her husband both jumped up, and saw 
the man go out, and Friedberg went with him. 
She then heard a shot, and her busband went out. 
The door between the store and back room was 
open, and when the stranger came in Fried- 
berg went into the store to the front part 
of it. While he was there witness’ 
husband came in; that was about half- past 9. The 
store was lighted up with a kerosene lamp. and 
tne back room was lighted by gas, a kerosene 
lamp. and two candles. It was the most impor- 
tant holiday of the year, and on that account 
candies were used. When Friedberg said Take 
the goods away,” the man went out without saying 
anything. Before Friedberg came back into the 
dining-room the shot was heard. The man was 
not in the store when the shot was fired. The man 
Was smaller than Friedberg or witness’ husband. 
He was a young man dressed in black witha cap 
on. When the shot was fred and Friedberg went 
ont Mrs. Friedberg followed, hen came back, 
and fainted away. When she came to 
she wanted to go to the police station, 
and she and her husband, Friedberg, then went 
away. Wen the man went out after Friedberg 
told him to take the goods away, the goods were 
left in the store. 

PATRICK HARVEY, 
aplumber and gas-fitterat 427 State street, and 
husband of the preceding witness, was next ex- 
amined. He first became acquainteo with Fried- 
berg in New Yorgin 1869. Witness went to Fried- 
berg’s at half-past 9 the night of Oct. 4 to take his 
wife home. She was talking with her sister, Mrs. 
Friedberg, when he got there. He noticed a man in 
the store talking to Friedberg as he went through. 
When the man left, Friedberg said he wanted to 
sell some handkerchiefs, and asked witness whether 
he should buy them, and witness advised him not 
to have anything to do wita them, for fear 
he would ge info a  acrape. Friedberg 
said it would” do no harm to look 
at them. When the man came back, witness 
heard something heavy drop, and some one in- 
quived for a basket. Friedberg said he had none. 
Witness, after Friedberg refused to take the goods, 
started out tne front door of the store, and on the 
step he heard and saw the shot. Went ont and saw 
it was an officer, and raised him up. A man in the 
wagon tired the shot. Officer Race was then on the 
west side of the wagon, betweén the wheels. Did 
not know where the man went to whocame into the 
store. He was low-statured, clean-shaven face, 
with soft hat and black clothes. The man who 
asked for the basket was not the same to whom 
Friedberg was taiking when witness first came in. 
Friedberg stayed around the store ten or 
fiiteen mirhtes after the shooting. Neither 
witness Friedberg tried to stop the 
wagon. Ihe nearest gas-licht to the spot 
where tho shooting took place was in Fredigke's 
drug-store. The street-lamps were not then light- 
ed. It was only a minute between the time when 
the packages were dropped and the man asked for 
a basket and the sound of the shot. 

Mr. Trude then again asked to have his client 
bailed out, ciaiming that he could not possibly be 
beld for murder, and receiving stolen property 
was a bailable offense. 

Judge McAilister said it would be extraordinary 
to bail a prisoner before the examination was con- 
cluded; he wanted to hear the whole evidence first. 

Some talk followed, the result of which was the 
postponement of the further hearing un 9. 30 
o clock this morning. 

THE OTHER CASES. 

The cases of Amelia Friedburg, Patrick and 
Bertha Harvey, were called up in Justice Summer- 
fieid’s Court yesterday morning, and ail were con- 
tinued to the 22d, or until the inquest upon the 
remains of Officer Race bas been held. There are 
two charges against Mrs. Friedburg, one for violat- 
ing the city ordinance in not keepinga proper 
record of goods received, and the other for receiv- 
ing stolen property, knowing the same to have 
been stolen. Patrick Harvey and his wife. relatives 
of the Friedburgs. were charged with being ac- 
cessory to burglary before and after tne fact. It 
was decided by thg Court not to go into these mat 
ters just yet, but to wait for further developments 
in the murder,

HENRY GREENEBAUM., 


EXAMINATION ON THE CHARGE OF EMBEZZLE- 
MENT. 

The case of The People vs. Henry Greene- 
baum was called yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock 
by Justice Foote, Mr. Greenebaum ap- 
peared, flanked by Messrs. Small and Jacobs, 
and Col. dJuessen spoke for the  prose- 
cution, represented in the person of Me. 
E. D. Webber. The first thing dane was the tak 
ing of a change of venue from Justice Foote to 
Justice D' Wolf. At the latter court a continuance 
was asked forby Mr. Juesten. This request the 
Court denied, the prosecution failing to show suf 
ficient grounds. Mr. Small made objection, and 
though Mr. Juessen repeated his request for a con- 
tinuance that the books of the German Nationa! 
Bank might be brougat in, the Court stuck to his 
first decision, and denied the motion. 

Mr. Small then moved that the case be quashed 
becausé of the lack of jurisdiction of the court. 
The case was one for the Court in Chancery. He 
read the complaint, which has heretofore been no- 
ticed in these columns, and commented upon the 
various charges and specifications contained there- 
in. Heclaimed that noembezziement had been 
committed; that Greenebaum bad done the 
alleged-to-be criminal acts by and with the 
consent ana approval of the Directors of the bank. 
For the loans w Mr. Greenebaum had made 
from the bank bid deposited real-estate securi- 
ties. Mr. Greenebaum had not defrauded the 
bank. He had not intended to do so. His acts, 
rid of a fraudulent intent. were not such as to 
render bim guiity of criminahty. He was liable. 
perhaps, asanoflicerof the bank. The proper 
tribunal might determine tnat. a 

COL. JUESSEN 
— ip reply, that a eulogy of Henry Greenebaum 
should follow the pending trial. ‘The complaint 
Was not an indictment and did not need so much 
particularity. As the complaint stood there were 
two geLeral, specific and direct, charges of fraud. 
The specifications, which were put in Oniv to de- 
termine the amount of vail, did not touch the main 
charges-—-emoezziing $225,000 at one time and 
$6. 000 at 12 The charges were made in the 
lauguage of the statate. The Court had jurisdic- 
tion. Greenebaum had first stolen $115,000 by 
selling to the bank the bank building for $225, 000. 
when it was worth oniv $110,000; had acted with 
out the knowledge and approval of the Directors uf 
the bank and contrary tothe provisions of the bank 
charter. The charter provided that the bank should 
buy no real estate except that actually needed for 
the accommodation of its banking business. Not- 
withstanding that charter, Greenebaum had forced 
the dank to buy tne building,—had executeu a 
jait-ciaim deed thereof and pocketed the money. 
hat was larceny. Mr. Greenebaum had no 
right. im the contemplation of 
charges, take $25,000 worth of bonds 
from the bank and put in their place $9, 000 worth 
of realestate. The other item was as damning as 
true. He, Greenedaum, nad drawn money irom 
the bank and put in its place his individual

note. here no reason, he conciad- 
‘ thst 3 Greenebaum should de 
to a civil suit, No Court would hold 

so. The public would not hold so. If 
Greenebaum was as guiltiess as his counsel would 
have the Court believe, why did ne vermit his 
counsel to make a technical o os he 
might not be subjected to an eqamination: 
Mr. Jacobs, counsel for the defense, said that 
Col. Juessen had not filed a proper oom plaint. 
The motion to quash was a lawyer's motion, 
made against the wishes of Greenebdaum.

Jacobs reiterated his associate's reasons why the

THE BOOKS. 

Col. Juessen then dispatched a messenger for 
three journals and ledgers, and the bills-receivable 
book of the German Savings Bank. 

Mr. O. H. Horton, Receiver for the defunct 
bank, said that the books could not be introduced 
in evidence, because they should not go out of his 
hands. Agreed to. 

The messenger aforesaid returned: bearing six 
bank-books, and Mr. Max Rhode was called for, 
sworn, and put upon the stand. He said that he 
had been a bookkeeper since January, 1874; 
had examined the books of the German 
Savings Bank at the request of Mr. 
Webber and Col, Juessen. Referring 
to one of the journals, witness saia that an entry 
made thereia Nov. 30, 1873, showed that bills re- 
ceivable to the amount of $220, 000 had been taken 
out and the bank building put in as security. 
An entry of June 30, 1874, showed that the build- 
ing was then transferred from the investment ac- 

the real-estate account. An entry 
27, 1876. showed that the 
buildin was then taken out of 
the real-estate account and put back in the invest- 
ment account. An entry of Sept. 12, 1877, showed 
thatthe surpius account had been credited with 
$20,000, and that. amount charged to the invest- 
ment account (which took off from the cost of the 
building the sum of $20,000). At the time the 
bank suspended, said the witness, the building 
stood in the investment account. 

Col. Juessen then drew out from the witness a 
recapitulation of his above-noted testimony, and 
asked if the ledgers agreed with tae journals.“ 

The defénse admitted that the books agreed with 
each other. 

In reply to questions fram the defense, Mr. 
Rhode said that he was mistaken when he had 
said that the loans made by the 
peared in the investment account. 
should and did appear in the bills-receivadle 
account, There was also a demand-ivan account, 
which comprised loans made payable on demand. 
The ume loans were placed on the bills-receivable 
account. The investment account was of we > 
aud real estate. In his examination of the books 
of the bank witness said that be had asked and re- 
ceived explanauons from Mr. Hoyne and Mr. 
Haerting, officera of the bank. He had seen the 
quit-claim deed which Greenebaum had given to 
the Dank. 

Mr. Juessen here introduced the said quit-claim 
deed conveving the building known as Greene- 
baum’s Building. on Fifth avenue, to the German 
Savings Bauk for the consideration of $1: also, the 
returns made by Greenebaum, the President, aud 
and Weiss, the Cashier, to the State Auditor, 
showing the condition of the bank. 
The returns were dated each one in 
December, and covered the years 1873, 1874, 
185, and 1876. No return was made in 1877. 
because the bank broke before the time arrived to 
make a feturn. The purpose of these returns, 
said Col. Juessen, was to show that no real estate 
had been held by the bank at the time the returas 
were made. 

MR. E. D. WEBBER, 

the complaining witness, was next sworn. He 
said that he had examined the books, papers, etc. ; 
spent avout a week at the work; found no certifi- 
cate setting forth that the bank-bDailding was 
worth the money for which it was turned in; went 
to Germany in June, 1876, and returned Septem- 
der. 1878; had taiked to Greenebaum before going 
about the condition of his, Greenebaum's, affairs, 
and that gentleman had said that the street-ru- 
mors about his iusolvency were false and ma- 
licious; that he owned the bank-building 
clear of all incumbrance. Witness owned at the 
time of the conversation with Greenenaum 
$20,000 worth of stock in the German National 
and $5,900 worth in the German Savings. Upon 
the cross- examination. witness said that since bis 
return from Europe he had asked Greenebaum te 
give him $5.000 cash and 510. 000 in ‘rea! estate 
for his claims upon the two banks. Witness 
remarked that Greenebaum had refused, 
and witness threatened to send him 
to the Penitentiary. ‘*Andthatis what I 2m try- 
ing to do now. he added. Witness had deen in- 
terestea in the affairs of the bank only in so jar as 
he drew his dividend regularly. Mr. Webber far- 
ther testified that he nad oniy made an quer to seil 
out to Greenebaum before he had examined the 
bank books, Since his discovery he had not wished 
to sell out. 

Col. Juessen then referred to the charter of the 
bank, and read therefrom to the effect that the 
bank could own only so muchreal estate as was 
necessary for the carrying on of its own business, 
etc., etc. He also introduced in evidence the 
minutes of the meetings of the Board of 
Directors of the savings bank from July 

1870, the date of the fret meeting. 
Those minutes, by ports thereof signed oy Mr. 
Greenebaum and Mr. Weiss, showed that the 
transfer of the building was made in 13873. 

MR. JOHN IEARTING 

was next called. He said tnat he had been a Di- 
rector of the German Savings Bank; was so in 
1873, and likewise before and after that date. 
He rst learned from his son., who was a 
bookkeeper in the bank, that the bank 
building had been transferred by Greenebaum to 
the bank: learned the same thing several weeks 
after ata Directors’ meeting. he had been asked 
about the ownership of the building, and charged 
with having agreed to its transfer. Le was not 
present at the meeting when the trade was con- 
summated. He had stated those facts toa gentleman 
named Hoff, because that gentleman had accused him 
with being 4 party to the transaction. it was true 
that some vears ago he hai gone at Greenehaum’s 
request and in behalf of the bank to complain to 
City-Assessor McGrath that the assessment was 
too high. 

Upon the re-direct examination Mr. Herting said 
that he never gave his consent to the’ purchase 
of the building, It was true that he 
had signed a statement of the condition of the 
bank, in which statement was à record of the fact 
that tre bank owned the building, and with the 
guit-claim deed before him. He knew noth- 
ing ab ut the statement when he signed it, nor that 
the building had been putin at $220,000. He re- 
lied on Greenebaum’s statement. 

THE HON. THOMAS HOYNE 

was then eworn. He too had been a Director of 
the bank for many years. Could not remember 
when he rst learned that the buiiding had been 
sold or exchanged to the bank. Greenebdaum had 
told him that the trade had been made. Could 
not say when it was. At no time as an officer of 
the concern did ne authorize the transfer of the 
building, and he never sanctioned the act. 

Ihe defense asked if Mr. Greenedaum had told 
him in November, 1872, thatthe trade was made. 
Mr. Hoyve could not remember. 

Did you approve of the transaction?!“ asked 
the defense. 

Mr. lloyne—Well, Mr. Greenebaum was so thor- 
oughly master of the situation, and I had always 
trusted in him so implicitly, that I could not say 
what I feit when he told me about it. 

Witness continued by saying that Mr. G. had 
told him that the exchange was made that the 
bank might have better securities. 

In reply to the prosecution witness said that he 
did know that Mr. G. had thrown back into the 
bank vaults the poor security, and that it was now 
one of the assets of the bank: 

The statement as to which Mr. Herting had 
acknowledged his signature was shown Mr. Hoyne. 
He recognized hie also, and said concerning the 
statement that the State Auditor had come all the 
way to Chicago to see the statement, and the only 
item he found fault with was the building. Mr. 
Hoyne again said that he did not authorize the 
purchase of the building. 

Adjourned to 11 o'clock a. m. to-day.

- OBITUARY. 


Death ef Arthur Cheney, Manager et the 
Boston Globe Theatre. 
Special Diapateh to The Tribune. 

Boston. Mass., Oct. 15.— Arthur Cheney, 
Manager of the Globe Tneatre in this city, and 
partner in the firm of Cheney Bros., silk manu- 
facturers,. died this morning, aftera long and 
painful illness. His interest in the drama led 
him in 1876 to join with Dexter H. Follet in the 
erection of the theatre known as Selwva’s The- 
atre, which, after Mr. Selwyn’s retirement as 
manager, became the Globe. Since then Mr. 
Cheney has been identified with this theatre, 
and the present Globe Theatre was erected on 
the site of the old Globe, after that was 
burned. It is stated on good authority 
that Mr. Cheney, during his connection with the 
Globe, lost more than $450,000. He leaves but 
little property. His wife, under the will of Mr. 
Cheney’s father, has a valuable life interest in 
the silk manufactory. As a theatrical manager, 
Mr. Cheney par ce the distinction of being 
singularly liberal and generous. He had little 
disposition to stint or save when any proposed 
economy threatened to injure his company or to 
cheapen his stage. His wish seemed always to 
be to make the largest provision for the public 
pleasure, and to that end he worked and 
schemed to have his theatre as elegant, perfect, 
and complete as possible.

Notice should also be 
taken of the plums, apricots, nectarines, 
quinces, pomegranates, oranges, dewberries, 
blackberries, cherries, strawberries, tomatoes 
from twelve to fourteen inches around, onions, 
cucumbers, beans, egg plant, okra, pepper, 
radish, and peas. There is also a great variety 
of building-stone, and iron ore, besides over 100 
specimens of timbers, including the large wal- 
nut, oak, hickory, vow d@’arc, and gum. The 
cotton and tobacco exhibits are also very fine.
